The State Attorney, among other 


things asks that the Individual de- 
fendants and all of them be compelled 
to pay the defendant, the 
Equitable 


Life Assurance Society, any and all 
money and the value of any property 
which they or any of them have ac- 
quired or transferred to others, lost 
cr wasted by the violation ot their 
duties as trust officers; that any of 
the/ defendants now a director of the 
defendant society on proof of miscon- 
duct be removed; that the net surplus 
of the defendant 
society, after de- 


ducting an amount sufficient to cover 
all the outstanding risks and obliga- 
tions, be paid to or credited to the 
present policy holders of the Equitable 
in proportion and in accordance with 
the charter and with the law. 


The complaint charged that the in- 


dividual defendants, disregarding their 
duty to the society of which they were 
directors, "negligently, improperly an 
improvidently performed such duties 
and have habitually and continuously 
done, or suffered to be done, wrongful 
Illegal and improper acts, whereof the 
defendant society has suffered greal 
lose and damage."

Pacific, who was brutally assaulted 
by a negro burglar in his apartments 
at the Auditorium hotel at Chicago, 
TWO weeks ago, will pass through Reno 
this morning on his- way to San Fran- 
cisco. C. S. Fee, general 
passenger 


agent, who was in Chicago at the time 
Mr. 
Horsburgh 
was assaulted, and 


lent his injured associate every possi- 
ble assistance, went west to the city 
^sterday morning. Both officials will 
TOe at their desks in San Francisco 
tomorrow for the first time in a fort- 
night. 


The negro who assaulted and cut 


Mr. Horsburgh in a dozen places, in 
the conflict in the railroad official's 
rooms, has been captured and will be 
given a trial as soon os Mr. Horsburgh 
has been 
restored 
to 
health 
and 


strength. He had a very narrow es- 
cape and it was only the stout resist- 
ance which he put up which saved him 
from the colored man's 
murderous 


hand.' 


Mr. Horsburgh was sleeping in his 


apartments at the 
Auditorium hotel 


in Chicago when he was awakened by 
the colored man climbing into 
his 


apartments. The railroad official left 
his bed and the burglar drew a re- 
volver. The men then locked in a death 
struggle, which resulted in Mr. Hors- 
burgh wrenching the weapon from the 


3 hands, but was stabbed many 
with a knife -which the burglar 


succeeded in drawing during the con- 
flict.

Fee, dis- 
cussing his associate's condition yes- 
terday morning. "But he certainly had

The local knights of the green cloth, 


those interested in the .games, .are con- 
gratulating themselves that they go'; 
off so light, as the work of the swin- 
dlers is such as to almost defy de- 
tection, even if the dealer of the^wheel 
is conversant with its modus ~-operandi. 


The device used by the swindlers, 


who are described as the proverbial 
tall and short man, consists of an in- 
visible steel wire which is attached 
to the cuff and extends about twelve 
inches from the hand. 


One of the men plays the high num- 


bers at the end of the wheel, while 
the other makes a, few small bets on 
the low numbers. At the same 'time 
when the ball comes around to his side 
of the wheel, the side opposite the 
dealer, he casually shuffles the chips 
and lowering his hand to a position 
where the invisible wire will obstruct 
the passage of the 'ball, 
the little 


sphere falls into one of the numbers 
that have been played heavily. 


But few gamblers have ever seen 


this device worked, and were it not for 
the fact that the swindler who first 
perfected it was detected by the mer- 
est chance, he might still be graft- 
ing the game rooms in New York. 


He took money away from Canfield's 


the much patronized 
resort of 
the 


wealthy men of the country, with such 
rapidity that the owner commenced 
to believe that his, luck had gone 'back 
on him. That he could not win, even 
.with a sure percentage in his. favor. 
But the device was put out of commis- 
sion one evening when a bright little 
fellow dealing 'the wheeil In one of Can- 
field's luxuriant 
rooms, 
caught 
a 


chance glint of the nominally invisi- 
ble wire. He reached aicross the .wheel 
and seized the 
wire, breaking it off. 


The swindler, after the. proprietor 


had been called, in an. offhand way, 
observed that the wire must have stuck 
to" his shirt in the laundry. But the' 
breaking 
up 
CanfleM's 
business 


and the dealer who detected the device 
was handsomely rewarded.' All told, as 
near as could be estimated, 'the swin- 
,dlers took $300,000 'away from three 
New York gambling houses. 


Since 'that time, being; unable to op- 


erate in New York, they have dropped 
in here and there and taken a little 
away from this town and that town. 
Their aggregate winnings during a 
year must be an enormous sum. 


It is believed that the two men who 


made the winnings on the local rou- 
lette wheels are the men who worked 
the scheme in New York. It is firmly 
established that one of the men played 
with the "original New York produc- 
tion."
